Religion on the Campus 

Chancellor S. V. Sanford, of the University 
System of Georgia, points to a very real danger 
when he refers to\a manner of thinking of to- 
day which he classifies as “intellectual con- 
celt.” 

Dr. Sanford was speaking of the forthcom- 
ing meeting, in Augusta, of the University Sys- 
tem council. At that meeting an attempt will 
be made to find means of improving the spir- 
itual lives of students in the various branches 
of the University. 

In discussing this proposed added emphasis 
on religion in the lives of students, Dr. Sanford 
said he is convinced there is much less out- 
right skepticism of religion among the stu- 
dents of today than there was among the 
undergraduate bodies at the close of the nine- 
teenth century. However, he deplored the ex- 
cessive materialistic viewpoint on life which 
is evident today, not only among students, but 
in all age groups. Modern people, familiar 
with the marvels that science has achieved, 
are too prone to ignore the spiritual side of 
life and to conclude that all things that matter 
may be found within the material realm. 

Undoubtedly a greater interest in the things 
Spirit, a great habit of contemplation 
those things which, though unseen, are 
truest facts in man’s experience, will re- 
in future generations better equipped to 
gele with the problems of the world, both 
material and ritual.
